tem porary chairm an, and on taking the

speech, 
in 
which 
he predicted victory for the Ohio Repub­ 
lican« this year, and a Republican president 
to succeed Cleveland in 1S88. 
In closing, 
4 he speaker paid eloquent tributes to Gens. 
Grant, Logan, Sheridan and Sherman. 
He 
was vociferously applauded all through hi* 
speech. 
A fter the appointm ent of the usual com­ 
mittees, the 
convention took rece-s, 
and 
upon reassembling Hon. Amos 
Townsond 
was made j erm anent chairm an. 
Organization having been completed the 
next thing in order was the naming of the 
candidates, which was done amid great en­ 
thusiasm, especially for Foraker. 
This hav­ 
ing been concluded the roll-call was com­ 
menced without delay, 
and the vote pro­ 
ceeded 
without incident but am id breath­ 
less intere-t until Trum bull county was 
reached. 
Then to the surprise of a m ajor­ 
ity of the convention it threw its thirteen 
votes to Foraker, thus bringing his total to 
but one short of the num ber required to 
secure the nomination.

been secured he came to the front again 
and said that while it was the first time be 
had been drafted, he would confirm to the 
w ill of the convention and of tha party. 
Applause loud and long followed.

hiding place in Canada 
to overwhelm the 
northern cities with fire, and to sweep to 
dtath their inhabitants by scattering every­ 
where the germs of infectious and fatal dis­ 
eases.”

Altho u gh it* su rro u ndings are 
u npretentio u s, co llege pro fesso rs and scien­ 
tific men fro m all parts o f the United State* 
are familiar with it, and a very large bu si­ 
ness is qu ietly carried o n. Its pro prieto r, 
who is an o ld resident o f the city, was asked 
by a repo rter fo r so me particu lars regard­ 
ing the trade in platinu m. 
“There isn’t mu ch to tell yo u ,” he said. 
“Yes, this is the o nly place o f its kind in 
the city, and I have been established here a 
great many years. 
Platinu m, generally 
speaking, is o u e-third the valu e o f pu re go ld. 
It is wo rth, in ro u nd figu res, $8 a tro y 
o u nce. Mo st o f it co mae fro m the Ural 
districts o f Ru ssia. We get It fro m Ru ssia 
in what is kno wn as ‘flat sto ck,’ o r sheets, 
and in thick wire ro ds.” 
“Isn’t it fo u nd in America?” asked the re­ 
po rter. 
“No t to any extent. We do get so me fro m 
Orego n and So u th America, bu t no t mu ch, 
and the tro u ble no w is that the price is go ­ 
ing u p while there are no new su pplies fo rth 
co ming. 
It is manu factu red chiefly fo r 
labo rato ry 
u se, 
in 
co lleges 
and else­ 
where. 
The

The speaker here sho wed the repo rter 
piece o f the sheet platinu m. It measu red 
twelve inches lo ng by six inches wide, and 
was abo u t half an inch thick. It had the 
appearance o f fu ll silver and was very heavy 
Yo u might no t think it,” he added, “bu t 
wo u ld no t take $1,600 fo r that piece o f metal 
Its great weight is so mething remarkable, as 
yo u see; it is the heaviest o f the co mmercial 
metals.” 
“W hat is increasing the dem and fo r plat­ 
inu m ?’ was asked. 
“The electric lights. 
In these, o f the in 
candescent descriptio n, the platinu m is u sed 
in the glo be o f the bu rner being the two 
line wires th at are u sed in tho glo be to co n­ 
nect with the leading co pper wires. 
No 
o ther m etal co u ld bo fu sed into tho glass 
th a t wo u ld no t beco me o xidized. Of co u rse 
the increased dem and fo r tho electric lights 
increased the dem and fo r platinu m . 
W hy, 
to sho w yo u ho w m u ch o f it is u sed, when 
o ne o f the electric light co mpanies was 
started and they were bo th u sing and spo il­ 
ing a great m any o f their light-, they were 
paying me mo re than £ 1,000 per week fo r 
platinu m wire.”

A pple P orc upin e* 
'Mi» s Leonard's Class.] 
Apple porcupine is much more attractive 
thau the creature for which it is named. 
Core and peel eight apples; put five or six oi 
them in a stew-pan and add one cupful ol 
granulated sugar and one pint of hot water; 
cook the fruit on both side* until soft, but 
do not stir; take out an! lay upon the dish 
in which the porcupine is to be served; add 
to the syrup the remaining apples, cut tine, 
and the juice and rind of half a lemon; 
cook until it is marmalade, and put all over 
the other apples; allow the dish to cool 
This may be made at any time and these 
finishing touches given just before serving: 
Beat the whites of four eggs very stiff; cut 
into them half a cupful of powdered sugar 
and cover the dish of apples with it; have 
ready a cupful of blanched 
almonds— 
blanched by scalding them with hot water, 
pulling off the coverings, and at once plac­ 
ing the nuts in cold water; these are the 
“quills,” and they are stuck all over the 
beaten egg; put in the oven for a coat of 
brown. 
Boil one-halt cupful of sugar and 
the rind and juice of half a lemon; add the 
beaten yolks of four eggs; cook over water 
a few momeute and eerve with the pudding, 
either hot or cold.

The Influence Their E rection Is L ikely to 
H ave on th e H ealth of Near Neig hbors. 
[Scientific American.] 
Dr. E. G. Loring, of New Y”ork, who lives 
opposite an enormous apartm ent house, is 
report« ! as saying in a recent interview: 
“When I first took this house, that corner 
was occupiei by a row of ordinary brown- 
stone houses, one of which still remains. As 
you can see. the apartm ent house is more 
than double the height of the old houses, 
the last remaining of which now looks like a 
little child by the side of the Chinese giant, j 
Before that place was built, I had 
the j 
sun shining into my reception-room from 
9 in the morning until 12 or even 1 o’clock. 
Now my reception room gets no sunlight 
all. while this room in which we are. and 
which is directly over the reception-room 
has sun for a few minutes only. 
“The change in the atmosphere of the house 
is perceptible. 
My bed-room, which is in 
front, strikes a chill into me as soon as 
I enter it, and I am going to change to the 
back of the house, which has a northern 
aspect. 
It used to be the cold side of the 
house, now it is the warm. 
My light is 
seriously interfered with and I have had to 
rearrange my office on that account. 
Then 
look at that street. 
As you see, this side, 
which never sees the sun, is damp and 
muddy. 
The opposite side is nearly dry. 
It 
is absolutely essential, in order to get fid of 
the 
microbes and 
geruiiniferous m atter 
which are to be found in the damp streets 
of a city, that the sunlight should strike the 
gutters for some hours during the day. 
It 
is just as essential that the liviug and sleep­ 
ing rooms of human beings should receive 
the direct rays of the sun. 
“As to the interior sanitary condition of 
these apartm ent houses, 1 have no statistics 
which will enable me to speak positively. 
The massing together of so many families 
in itself tends to promote diseas?, while the 
multiplication of drainage pipes and plumb­ 
ing affords yet auother foothold for disease. 
Among my own patients I know of some 
who suffer from the wholesale system of 
hearing. 
Even if they shut off the steam, 
the presence of such immense steam ducts in 
the w*alls renders their rooms unhealthily 
hot, and they have to pull the beds into the 
middle of the room before they can hope to 
sleeu”
